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/       onstruction  has  ended,  but  the  building  process  has 
just  begun.  Nearly  a  year  has  passed  since  the  Lied 
Education  Center  for  the  Arts  opened  its  doors  to  aspiring 
artists,  musicians,  dancers,  artists  and  actors. 

The  Lied  Education  Center  for  the  Arts  has  united  facul- 
ty, staff  and  students  with  one  common  goal-to  further  educa- 
tion in  the  arts.

Dr.  Aikin  also  said  that  one  of  the  biggest  challenges 
right  now  is  to  bring  the  public  in  to  see  what  we  have  accom- 
plished. 

The  music  department  was  given  permission  to  hire 
another  full  time  faculty  member.  The  new  teacher  will  be 
responsible  for  aiding  the  growth  of  the  symphonic  wind 
ensemble.

Many  things  at  Creighton  have  changed  over  the  years.such  as 
the  College  of  Business  Administration,  known  also  as  COBA.  COBA 
began  as  the  Creighton  College  of  Commerce,  Accounts  and  Finance  on 
Sept.  20,1920.  The  name  was  changed  in  1956  to  its  current  title. 

In  Creighton  University  College  of  Business  Administration:The 
First  Seventy-Five  Years.  Fr.  Neil  Cahill,S.J.,  a  faculty  member  and  alum- 
nus, had  a  first-hand  look  at  the  growth  of  this  college. 

"As  I  look  with  pride  at  the  College  of  Business  today,  I  am  grateful 
that  I  was  able  to  have  observed  much  of  its  development  during  its  first 
three-quarters  of  a  century,"  described  Fr.  Cahill,S.J.  in  his  book. 

When  COBA  began,  the  tuition  was  $110  per  year  for  nine  credit 
hours  per  semester.  Enrollment  in  the  first  class  was  74,  which  consisted 
of  66  men  and  eight  women. 

However,  in  recent  years,  COBA  has  been  struggling  to  keep  their 
enrollment  up,  forcing  budget  changes  in  the  rest  of  the  departments  at 
Creighton  University  as  well. 

Technology  has  greatly  influenced  COBA.  The  fax  has  revolution- 
ized accounting,  classes  are  being  taught  on  computers  and  some  lec- 
tures are  brought  to  the  classroom  on  video.  Thus  technology  has  brought 
about  a  nationwide  evolution. 

"There  is  a  complete  change  in  ways  of  teaching,"  said  Fr.  Cahill, 
S.J. 

Degrees  such  as  the  Masters  of  Science  and  the  Masters  of 
Business  Administration  were  reflected  by  the  growing  need  for  such  cer- 
tification. 

In  a  time  where  money  fluctuates  and  prices  rise  and  fall,  it  is  good 
to  have  a  solid  place  to  look  towards.  It  makes  good  "cents"  that  the 
College  of  Business  Administration  is  an  example  of  strength.  COBA  has 
changed  with  the  times  and  will  continue  to  provide  Creighton  University 
with  a  firm,  financial  foundation.

Student 
Organizations 

The  student  organizations  in  1937  reflected  the 
needs  and  the  talents  of  the  students  sixty  years  ago  as 
much  as  they  do  today.  While  in  1997,  there  are 
dozens  of  different  organizations  and  activities  in 
which  students  can  take  part,  in  1937  the  choices  were 
more  limited. 

The  Student  Union  was  the  biggest  organization 
on  campus  in  1937.  Every  male  student  was  an  active 
member  of  the  Union.  The  purpose  of  the  Union  was 
to  maintain  rooms  on  the  first  floor  of  the  gym  for  bil- 
liards, cards,  ping-pong,  radios  and  phonographs.  The 
members  were  also  able  to  arrange  employment  for 
students. 

The  Student  Union  also  maintained  a  rooming 
house  "to  assure  the  students  of  suitable  rooms  at  rea- 
sonable prices."  In  addition,  the  Union  published  the 
student  directory  and  the  CU  Handbook.  It  also 
directed  and  sponsored  the  student  pep  organization. 

In  1937,  Creighton  had  a  campus  radio  program 
over  WOW  radio  station.  The  program  was  run  by 
students  and  broadcast  at  4:30pm  on  weekdays. 

Creighton's  other  organizations  included  a  Drama 
club;  Debate;  Speaker's  Bureau,  which  spoke  every 
Sunday  at  the  Law  School;  ROTC,  which  has  been  at 
Creighton  since  1919  and  in  1937  included  a  military 
band;  and  the  Pep  Squad,  which  had  all  male  mem- 
bers. 

The  final  student  organizations  were  the  publica- 
tions. The  Bluejay,  with  14  staff  members,  and  The 
Creightonian,  with  13  staff  members,  were  both  run 
by  the  School  of  Journalism.  The  Creightonian  staff 
had  several  competitions  throughout  the  year  between 
staff  members  and  teams  of  staff. 

The  other  publication  put  out  by  Creighton 
were  the  Creighton  Quarterly  Shadows,  which  pub- 
lished student  essays,  stories,  sketches,  poetry, 
playlets,  and  editorials  four  times  a  year;  The 
Creighton  Alumnus,  the  official  publication  of  the 
alumni  association;  and  the  Ad  Bureau,  which  took 
care  of  ads  for  both  the  Bluejay  and  the  Creightonian. 

Some  of  these  organizations  have  withstood  the 
hands  of  time  and  remain  today  as  they  were  sixty 
years  ago.  Others  have  changed  to  keep  up  with  the 
changes  in  society,  and  still  others  have  faded  from 
view  all  together.

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Changes  in 
Creighton  Sports 

In  1937,  sports  at  Creighton,  as  in  much  of 
the  rest  of  the  country  were  limited  to  men. 
There  were  also  fewer  sports  options  open  to 
these  men  than  there  are  today. 

Football  was  still  going  strong  at 
Creighton.  In  1937,  they  played  eight  games, 
winning  four  and  losing  four.  The  Creighton 
men  shared  the  Missouri  Valley  gridiron 
championship  with  Tulsa  (OK)  University. 

The  Men's  basketball  team  played  20 
games,  winning  eleven  and  losing  nine.  Team 
members  broke  several  CU  records.  In  1937, 
there  was  a  separate  freshman  basketball 
team,  and  basketball  was  the  most  active  intra- 
mural sport. 

The  Men's  Rifle  team  consisted  of  fifteen 
ROTC  men  who  competed  in  fifteen  meets. 

The  final  three  sports  offered  in  1937  were 
Men's  billiards,  Men's  swimming,  and  Men's 
golf,  the  last  two  of  which  were  intramural. 

In  contrast,  the  sports  played  in  1997 
included  both  women  and  men  and  were  of  a 
much  wider  variety.  This  year,  there  was: 
Men's  and  Women's  soccer,  basketball,  ten- 
nis, golf,  cross  country,  and  crew;  volleyball, 
baseball,  and  softball.  The  intramural  sports 
offered  through  the  Kiewit  Fitness  Center 
were  softball,  tennis,  bowling,  flag  football, 
volleyball,  racquetball,  baseball,  basketball, 
and  soccer.  There  were  also  sand  volleyball, 
floor  hockey,  3X3  volleyball,  3X3  basketball 
and  softball  tournaments.

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The  College  of 
Arts  and  Sciences 

In  1937,  The  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences 
offered  three  degree  programs:  the  bachelor 
of  arts,  the  bachelor  of  sciences  and  the  bach- 
elor of  philosophy.  Religion  classes  were 
required  only  of  Catholic  students,  unlike 
today's  universal  Theology  requirement. 

The  objectives  of  the  college  were  to 
give  a  true  appreciation  of  the  seven  arts. 
These  were:  the  relation  of  the  individual  to 
God,  the  relation  of  the  individual  to  fellow 
man,  the  art  of  enjoying  leisure,  the  art  of 
expression,  the  art  of  reasoning,  the  art  of 
comprehension,  and  the  art  of  earning  a  living. 

The  entire  faculty  for  the  college  con- 
sisted of  31  members.  All  were  men. 


The  College  of 
Commerce 

In  1937,  The  College  of  Commerce  was  in 
its  seventeenth  year.  The  College  of 
Commerce  is  the  equivalent  of  today's 
College  of  Business  Administration.  It 
offered  a  bachelor  of  science  in  commerce, 
and  replaced  business  apprenticeship. 

In    1937,   there   were   eleven   faculty 
members.  Ten  were  men,  one  was  a  woman.

The  College  of 
Medicine 


In  1937,  The  College  of  Medicine  cele- 
brated its  forty  fifth  year  as  part  of  the 
University  system  at  Creighton.  At  that  time, 
the  college  was  affiliated  with  four  hospitals: 
Creighton  Memorial  St.  Joseph's  Hospital,  St. 
Catherine's  Hospital,  both  in  Omaha;  Mercy 
Hospital,  and  St.  Bernard's  Hospital,  both  in 
Council  Bluffs. 

Senior  medical  students  treated  30,000 
patients  that  year.  Some  were  treated  in  their 
own  homes  by  students  who  made  house  calls. 

The  medical  library  boasted  a  7,400 
volume  library  and  80  volume  periodical  sub- 
scription. 

The  school  of  medicine  offered  two 
degrees  in  1937:  the  doctor  of  medicine  and 
the  bachelor  of  science  in  medicine.  Both 
required  four  years  of  medical  school  preced- 
ed by  two  years  of  general  academic  work. 

The  faculty  consisted  of  75  men  and 
one  woman. 


The  lounge  at  the  College  of  Business  Administration 
may  sit  mostly  empty  at  the  moment,  but  at  most  times 
during  the  day,  it  is  filled  with  future  executives.  Much 
has  changed  since  1937,  when  COBA  was  known  as  the 
College  of  Commerce.

The  College  of 
Pharmacy 

In  1937,  The  College  of  Pharmacy  offered 
a  four  degree  of  bachelor  of  science  in  phar- 
macy. A  previous  three  years  of  general  train- 
ing in  arts  and  sciences  was  not  required,  as 
pharmacy  students  integrated  these  courses 
into  their  training. 

The  1937  Bluejay  states  that  a  "close 
cooperation  (is)  maintains  between  the  college 
of  pharmacy  and  the  Creighton  school  of  med- 
icine." Under  the  direction  of  faculty,  phar- 
macy students  filled  prescriptions  written  by 
medical  and  dental  students. 

The  faculty  consisted  of  twenty  seven 
men. 


The  College  of 
Law 

In  1937,  The  College  of  Law  was  in  its 
thirty  third  year  at  Creighton.  It  offered  "spe- 
cialized training  for  the  mid-western  lawyer." 
The  law  school  recommended  that  all 
law  students  be  fluent  in  a  foreign  language 
and  encouraged  students  to  take  classes  from 
the  schools  of  commerce  and  journalism. 

The  faculty  consisted  of  seven  men. 


(Below)  Jesse  Jackson  made  an  appearance  and  deliv- 
ered an  inspirational  speech  in  the  fall  of  1997. 
Jackson  impressed  on  all  in  attendance  the  importance 
of  voting.  Voting  was  still  relatively  new  to  the  women 
of  1937.  1936  marked  only  the  fifth  time  women  in  the 
United  States  were  able  to  vote.

The  College  of 
Dentistry 

In  1937,  The  College  of  Dentistry  required 
two  years  of  pre-dental  coursework  in  the 
College  of  Arts  and  Sciences  followed  by  four 
years  of  dental  training  in  order  to  obtain  the 
degree  of  doctor  of  dental  surgery. 

According  to  the  1937  Bluejay,  "the  grad- 
uate will  not  only  be  a  finished  technician  and 
operator,  but  a  cultured  gentleman  as  well." 

After  completing  their  dental  coursework, 
graduates  of  the  College  of  Dentistry  were  eli- 
gible for  a  commission  as  First  Lieutenant  in 
the  dental  section  of  the  Officer  Reserve 
Corps. 

The  faculty  consisted  of  27  men.

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University 
College 

University  College  was  the  newest  ele- 
ment at  Creighton  in  1937.  Unlike  most  of  the 
colleges  that  operated  independently  of  each 
other,  University  College  shared  its  adminis- 
tration and  faculty  with  the  Graduate  School. 
The  college  of  Commerce  and  the  School  of 
Journalism  were  both  officially  parts  of 
University  College. 

The  original  purpose  of  this  piece  of 
Creighton  was  "to  enable  teachers  in  and  near 
Omaha  to  take  advantage  of  university 
instruction  while  continuing  their  professional 
duties." 

The  faculty  consisted  of  3 1  men. 


The  School  of 
Journalism 

In  1937,  The  School  of  Journalism  was 
also  relatively  new.  It  was  started  in  1933. 

The  School  of  Journalism,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  University  College,  was  in  charge  of 
The  Creightonian  and  The  Bluejay. 

In  1937,  "the  Bluejay  stressed  the  pictori- 
al side  of  college  life  to  a  greater  extent,  using 
a  candid  type  of  photography."

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Graduate 
School 


In  1937,  The  Graduate  School  offered  both 
Masters  degrees  and  PhDs.  The  Graduate 
school's  professors  were  pulled  from  all  the 
other  departments  of  the  University.

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Changes  in  the 
Creighton  Campus 

The  first  thing  that  is  noticeable  on  a  pho- 
tograph of  Creighton's  campus  in  1937  is  the 
existence  of  a  football  field  and  grandstand 
where  Business  Administration  and  Criss 
buildings,  Rigge  Science,  and  the  back  of  the 
library  now  stand. 

The  only  buildings  that  appear  unchanged 
are  the  Administration,  and  Hitchcock 
Communication  Arts  buildings,  and  St.  John's 
Church.  The  Humanities  Center  and  library  of 
today  are  recognizable  only  by  its  position  in 
the  picture. 

What  is  most  striking  is  how  much  the 
area  around  Creighton  has  changed.  Where 
rows  of  houses  used  to  surround  the  campus, 
the  interstate  now  looms  in  two  directions,  not 
even  a  block  away. 

Dorms  in  the  1937  photo  were  nonexis- 
tent. There  are  only  houses  that  were  used  for 
student  housing  back  when  Creighton  was  not 
as  large  as  it  is  today. 

There  are  also  no  traffic  lights,  no  Kiewit 
Fitness  Center,  no  fountains,  and  a  large  abun- 
dance of  trees  and  grass.  Progress  has  come  to 
Creighton.  The  effects  of  that  progress  can  be 
seen  in  the  vast  changes  that  have  also  come  to 
Creighton  in  the  last  sixty  years.

Monument  to  the  Capital  build- 
ing. 

Creighton  Resident 
Advisors  from  Swanson  Hall 
flew  to  Washington,  D.C.  to 
help  fold  and  monitor  the  quilt 
panels. 

"The  most  significant 
thing  (about  the  trip)  was  see- 
ing the  number  of  people 
there,"  said  Jeanette  Camron, 
resident  director  of  Swanson 
Hall. 

The  AIDS  Quilt  will  not 
be  displayed  in  its  entirely 
again  said  Camron. 

After  seeing  the  AIDS 
Quilt,  students  were  interested 
in  bringing  parts  of  it  to 
Creighton. 

The  trip  to  Washington  D.C.     helped  the  resident  advi- 
sors to  become  aware  of  the  toll  AIDS  has  taken  on  lives.

The  Reverend  Michael  G.  Morrison,  S.J.  is  the  epitome  of 
a  champion  for  Creighton  University.  He  is  Creighton's  longest 
reigning  president;     since  Dec.  7,1981.  During  his  time  in 
office,  he  has  seen  Creighton  transform  into  what  it  is  today, 
and  is  always  working  for  the  future  of  the  university. 

Fr.  Morrison,  S.J.,  was  born  in  Green  Bay, Wis.  to  Gordon 
and  Gertrude  Morrison.  A  learned  History  scholar,  Fr. 
Morrison  received  a  Master's  degree  in  history  from  St.  Louis 
University  and  a  PhD  is  history  from  the  University  of 
Wisconsin,  Madison.  He  also  has  a  Bachelors  and  Masters 
Degree  in  philosophy  and  theology,  respectfully  from  St.  Louis 
University. 

Fr.  Morrison  entered  the  Society  of  Jesus  in  August   1955 
and  was  ordained  on  June  4,    1968. 

Many  places  in  the  United  States  have  been  fortunate 
enough  to  have  had  the  leadership  of  Fr.  Morrison.     He  served 
as  the  assistant  Vice-President  of  Academic  Affairs  to 
Marquette  University,  as  well  as  to  Creighton  University. 

Creighton  has  changed  a  lot  since  Fr.  Morrison  became 
president.  There  has  been  an  increase  in  enrollment,  a  growth 
in  endowment  funds,  and  the  addition  of  a  Masters  of  Science 
degree.  There  have  also  been  many  changes  on  campus,  such 
as  the  building  of  the  Lied  Education  Center  for  the  Arts,  and 
renovations  to  the  Kiewit  Fitness  Center  and  College  of 
Business  Administration.

Also,  the  Oratorical  Society  sponsored  the  British 
National  Debate  team,  which  visited  the  U.S.  in  November  for 
a  public  debate  on  religion  in  public  schools.  Additionally, 
they  organized  and  presented  a  student-faculty  debate  over 
the  CORE  curriculum. 

The  Oratorical  Society  also  plays  an  active  role  in  the 
community  by  judging  and  offering  assistance  to  local  high 
school  competitors  in  a  wide  variety  of  forensic  activities. 

As  for  the  competitive  side  of  the  Oratorical  Society, 
Creighton  University  possesses  one  of  the  strongest  competing 
teams  of  its  size  in  the  country.  Their  parliamentary  debaters 
finished  second  in  sweepstakes  competition  at  the  National 
Parliamentary  Debate  National  Tournament. 

This  strong  finish  was  preceded  by  an  equally  strong 
finish  in  the  regular  season.  They  placed  first  in  sweepstakes 
at  the  University  of  Colorado  at  Boulder's  tournament. 
Members  of  the  Oratorical  Society  represented  Creighton  at 
the  prestigious  Oxford  and  Cambridge  University  tournaments 
in  Britain.  All  competitors  placed  in  the  top  half  of  the  very 
competitive  field.
